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A rich strike of silver lead ore 
has been made on Galena Hill, Yu¬ 
kon Territory. On? vein is eigh¬ 
teen feet in width and shows 70 
per cent lead with 30 to 50 ounces 
of silver. Several big mining inter¬ 
ests £re reported as active in this 
area. 

The manufacture of wooden 
boxes is an important industry in 
British Columbia. There are 25 
box-making plants in the province, 
representing a capital of between 
$3,000,000 ana $4,000,000, about 
1,200 employees and an annual pay¬ 
roll of not less than $1,250,000. 

' So popular has the bungalow 
camp system established by the Ca¬ 
nadian Pacific Railway become that 
it will be necessary to extend it 
greatly. This statement was made 
recently by C. B. Foster, Passenger 
Traffic Manager, after a visit to 
the hotels and camps in the Rockies. 


That the farmers of Western Can¬ 
ada are now giving increasing at¬ 
tention to the improvement of their 
home surroundings is shown by the 
fact that they have not only planted 
• 5,250,000 trees distributed by two 

government forestry stations this 
year but have also purchased large 
quantities from private nurseries.

Y tors have been limited to a catch 
of 1,500,000 pounds of whitefish but 
no limit has been placed on pickerel 
and jack fish, as the market for 
these varieties is restricted. Four 
fish companies are operating this 
summer and will ship to Chicago via 
Dominion Express. 


.Imports of Canadian produce and 
manufacture into Australia re¬ 
ceived during, the year ended June 
30th, 1924, amounted in value to 
£5,064,253, an expansion of £1,899,- 
803 over the previous year. It is 
the largest volume of trade yet re¬ 
corded between Canada and Aus¬ 
tralia. The greatest increase was 
in motor chassis though a good 
volume of trade was also done in 
rubber goods, boots and shoes. 

What is claimed to be a world’s 
record for relaying rails was estab¬ 
lished by a crew of men on the Ca¬ 
nadian Pacific Railway, in the New 
Brunswick district recently. In two 
days the 220 men in the gang tore 
up 29.7 miles of old 85-lb. rails and 
replaced them with new. All avail¬ 
able data states that the former 
Canadian record was 11.7 miles, 
which exceeds that established in 
the United States. 


The “Empress of Scotland,” one 
of the Canadian Pacific Railway’s 
finest liners, docked at Quebec on 
August 8th with a passenger list 
crowded with important names. 
Among them were Lord Beaver- 
brook, the Canadian financier, Ed¬ 
ward W. Bok, editor of the Ladies’ 
Home Journal, whose offer of a 
fifty thousand dollar prize for the 
best plan tending to maintain world 
peace created so much interest re¬ 
cently, and E. W. Beatty, K.C., 
Chairman and President, Canadian 
Pacific Railway. Mr. Beatty had 
just concluded a most successful 
tour of Europe with the object of 
attracting capital and immigrants 
to Canada. He spoke with great 
enthusiasm of the prospects of ob¬ 
taining both and especially antic¬ 
ipated an influx of fia* new Cana¬ 
dians from Denmark.

strategic points on the western lines, 
so that they will be available for 
rapid distribution Wherever they are 
needed.

A NEVER-ENDING stream of gold, 
flowing from the farms of the 
Prairie Provinces to the consumers 
of bread stuffs in all parts of the civilized 
world, is represented by the movement 
of the farmers’ grain to the world mar¬ 
kets. Beginning in August each 
year and in some years flowing 
constantly forward until August 
of the following year, this ever¬ 
lasting river of wheat is Western 
Canada’s contribution to the feed¬ 
ing of the civilized world. In the 
movement of this crop from the 
country elevators and loading- 
platforms of the Prairie Pro¬ 
vinces, the Canadian National 
Railways year by year are play¬ 
ing a more important part. 

Long before the western farmer 
has finished his seeding in the 
spring, preparations have been be¬ 
gun by the railways to move his 
crop. Cars must be ordered, for 
each year more equipment is needed 
for the movement of the grain; other 
cars, which have been in service, 
must be brought into the repair 
yards and overhauled or rebuilt ac¬ 
cording to their needs, for the move¬ 
ment of grain is a strenuous work 
and grain cars show the effects gf a 
season’s haulage. And, since cars 
could not move forward without mo- 
tive power, new locomotives of im¬ 
mense hauling power are necessary 
and must be ordered, while those 
which have already seen service in 
this strenuous work must also be 


So, as the 
season ap¬ 
proaches for

of the company through the western 
region, compile a report on the 
loadings and movements of grain 
cars at the close of each day. These 
reports are telegraphed to Winnipeg 
where, with advices from the lake- 
head and Vancouver, they are as¬ 
similated.

Canadian National lines in the West¬ 
ern region almost continually, and 
that every movement of these cars 
must be checked in order that there

Constant vigilance 
in this, as in every other great 
movement, is the price of safety and 
nothing is left undone to ensure that 
the movement forward shall be 
rapid, even, and unhampered. An 
important department, whose work 
is little seen outside of railway 
circles, is the Car Service Depart¬ 
ment, whose eye is watching night 
and day to see that grain cars are 
properly distributed and that once 
loaded, they move forward rapidly 
to the lake or ocean port from which 
further shipment is to take place. 

During the grain rush each fall 
the Car Service officials meet a dif¬ 
ficult situation, for instead of an 
even balance of haul back and forth 
through the west, there>is an over¬

AND WHEREAS the Edgerton District Medical Board is empowered under the authority vested in them by the subscribers 
thereto, to employ the services of a physician on the terms and conditions as hereinafter set forth, namely^ 


1 That they engage a physician for the term of one year at a salary of $1.25 per month per householder paid in advance 
monthly; ^ 

2. That in consideration of the payment of the salary mentioned the physician will give free medical services such as he can 
perform without additional aid, to the subscribers to the scheme. Contract to provide for medical attention and minor surgery 
not including mid wifery or major surgery to all members of the party’s family under twenty-one years. Members of that 
family living away from home or married not included under the $15.50 contract. 

3. That the livery charges shall be paid by the contract holder at each visit. 

4 That the physician shall be at liberty to engage in his practice with all jarties who may not be subscribers under the 
scheme and that m such practice he shall be permitted to charge the full fees at present in effect under the regulations of the 
Medical Association, or such fees as he may consider expedient, provided that his services in such capacities are not allowed to 
interfere with the proper fulfilment of his duties to the Edgerton DISTRICT MEDICAL BOARD and that any remuneration he 
may receive for services apart from that under the contract will not be considered as applied to the payment from the Board 
under the agreement herein. 

5. That for the purpose of this agreement the subscriber will be entitled to free medical attention for himself and all 
dependent resident members of his family without any limitation being placed on the number of dependents provided such 
dependents who are physically fit are under the age of twenty-one years. Exceptions may be made to this by agreement 
between the Board and the physician. 

6 That in the event of the physician receiving calls at the same time from subscriber under tire scheme and a non-sub¬ 
scriber, the subscriber under the scheme to be given preference except when the other case Is an emergency.

7. That on being called out to see two or more patients in the contract at one time in the same direction, the livery fee

8. That emergency medicines 1 as supplied at visits shall be paid for at cost price, but medicines on prescription forms to 
be paid for at prevailing prices. <

The 
doctor is entitled to payment at 
time of visit of livery ’ ch&fges, 
but where two patients are'^visit¬ 
ed at the same trip the livery 
charge is pooled, each patient 
paying half. When doctor re 
ceives a call for a subscriber and 
non-subscriber at the same time, 
he is to attend the subscriber 
first, unless the otbyr cage is one 
of urgency.

The McCafferty U. F. A. have 
organized what might be termed 
an health pool. Their organiza¬ 
tion is called the EdgeiUon Dis¬ 
trict Medical Board and enrol¬ 
ment in the scheme is voluntary 
but each subscriber is required to 
enter into a contract, which binds 
the subscriber and the doctor 
under a form of agreement. 

The main terms of this agree¬ 
ment provide that for a payment 
of $1.25 per month to the doctor 
medical attention is provided by 
the contracting doctor to the 
subscriber and members of his 
family resident at home who are 
dependents under the age of 
twenty-one years. The medical 
service includes minor surgery 
but does not provide for major 
surgery, or for attention beyond 


ficer. The reason for this is that 
only by early and efficient quar¬ 
antine can the further progress 
of the disease be stayed. The lo- 
ca board of health pays for the 
visit of the medical officer toi di¬ 
agnose the case. Failure to. re¬ 
port infectious disease, no mat¬ 
ter how mild the individual case 
inay be renders the parent or 
g'ltardian liable to a fine of $50.
